should be put at halfinast, tho vecasion he- 
ing the departure vf the romains of the lata 
Dowager Enipress from Tokye for Kyato, - 

Captain, Lever, of the British ship Fraber- 
horne, wha has lodged the complaint, in- 
forms us that the launch for the ‘flagship 
came alongside his ship-abgut half-past 
three o'clock in the sfternodn and-an-otiger 
asked why the flag was not put up at hnlf- 
mast. Tho vessel asa matter of fact had 
not any flag displayed on Tuesday. In 
‘toply the mato said that ho knew of no occa- 
sion why he should do s0.. The naval officer 
(apparently « midshipman), who did not 
leave the Taunckr-but summoned the mate 
tothe gangway, then asked him whether 
he did not know that the Downyer Empresa 
was d. The mate replied that he was 
#0, infornied afew weeks ago, and accor- 
‘dingly had put tho flag at halfmust for three 
days. The naval offieer then comnianded 
thothate to pat tho flag ob half-mast again, 
and, presumably not recognising thit Jap- 
anese naval officers had no authority to give 
such instructions toa foreign ship, the mate 
obeyed, Tho answers given by the mnto 
were recorded by the Japanese officor in a 
note-book, When the flag was pulled up; 
the Admiral's Launch went to other 
in the harbour; but in-some cases we learn 
that a request rather than an order was 
mate. 

Our original paragraph, we may stite, 
was not derived from the same source. 

The affair has crested considerable com- 
ment locally, ani in connection with’ this 
dictatoriat uttitade towards foreign vessels 
the fact is being mentioned that when the 
Japanese flagship came ina British ship 
[dipped her flag but the salute was ignored. 

e hope this was au oversight, and are 
also quite willing to admit that in using tho 
words *I command you to pull up the flag,’ 
the- word_‘ command’ may have heen a 
mistake for ‘requ But tho point, is 
that the Japanese officer whosent the mess- 
age, whether it was framed as a request or 
command, had no right whatever to influ- 
ence the masters or mates of foreign ships in 
any such matter. All cominunications of 
such a character should be strictly limited to 
the Consulate of the veessel’s nativnality, 
otherwise trouble is certain to arise, and, we 
therefore hope that a protest will bo made 
to the authorities concerned.— Kobe Chroni-
